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School Board 
To Crack Down 


A policy which will bring police 


on campus in cases where fights 
occur and lead to booking at city 
hall with possible fines and jail 
sentences to offenders will go into 
effect at Corsicana High School 
immediately, the CISD Board of 
Trustees decided today during an 
emergency board meeting at the 
school administration building. 


The board voted approval on a 


motion by Albert Sanders, 
seconded by Raymond Hampel, 
to instruct Corsicana High School 
Principal Mark Culwell to en- 
force sections 430 and 433 of the 
Texas Education Code relating to 
disruptions in schools. The code 
authorizes school officials to call 
law enforcement officers on the 
school campus to arrest students 
involved in disruptive activities.

The approval by the board 


gives the principal and his 
assistants authority to decide 
whether or not to call the police in 
fight incidents. 


Culwell said what the board's 


permission does is leave him in a 
position where he would have to 
try hard not to be inconsistent in 
a decisions. Thus, he told the 
board that for a while, all fight 
incidents will result in the police 
being called. 


"I can tell you this," Culwell 


said. "That for a while, if there is 
any sort of physical disruptive 
activity, we will call the police," 
adding that the students involved 
would end up at the jailhouse.

Carlock, manager of the Chat- 
tanooga Glass Co. plant here the 
past 11 years, has been named 
manager of the company's glass 
plant in Chattanooga, Tenn., 
effective Oct. 1. 


The announcement was made 


Wednesday by R.A. Drake, 
general factories manager for 
Chattanooga Glass, a subsidiary 
company of the Dorsey Corp. 
Carlock will be replaced here by 
Hendrik Zander, senior facilities 
engineer at Chattanooga, Tenn. 


Carlock, active in civic affairs 


since coming to Corsicana in 
1961, drafted a letter Wednesday 
to Mayor Sue Youngblood 
resigning his post as City Com- 
missioner to which he was 
elected to a full two-year term in 
April of this year. He was first 
elected to the city council in June, 
1971, in a special election to fill an 
expired term. 


His re-assignment to Ten- 


nessee will necessitate filling the 
post he vacates as a City Com- 
missioner by special election and 
this likely will occur in the 
previously called special election 
set Nov. 14 to fill the vacancy in 
the office of City Tax-Assessor- 
Collector. City officials had been 
made aware earlier this week 
Carlock's re-assignment was in 
the of fins.. 


Carlock is a former director of 


the Chamber of Commerce and 


served as Chamber president in 
1966. He has served on various 
civic committees here. The 
Carlocks are members of First 
Methodist Church.

She and 
their daughters, Beth and Nan, 
will remain in Corsicana through

Social Security benefit 


payments to residents of 
Navarro County will be in- 
creased by $1,500,000 annually 
as a result of a recent bill 
passed by Congress and 
signed by the President, 
David Helmer, manager of the 
Corsicana Social Security 
Office, announced Thursday. 


The change will raise the 


amount of social security 
benefits received by Navarro 
County residents from $649,000 
to $778,800 monthly. 


Helmer added that one out 


of every four Navarro County 
residents is receiving a 
monthly social security check. 
Beneficiaries in the three 
counties served by the Cor- 
sicana office will receive more 
than $200,000 in monthly in- 
creases. 


The first checks to include 


the 20 per cent increase will 
reach local residents on Oct. 3. 
Beneficiaries need not take 
any action, Helmer said.

be a federally operated program 
in cooperation with individuals in 
substandard housing. The im- 
provements to be discussed 
Thursday night will deal with 
such public facilities as streets 
and water and sewage systems 
and would be locally sponsored, 
although there might be some 
federal participation. 


Spokesmen 
for 
the 
two 


programs have said they could go 
hand-in-hand in improving a 
broad range of conditions in 
Corsicana, but they are totally 
separate proposals at this point. 


In elaborating on the need for 


"total community development 
in Corsicana," 
Vacek said a 


redesigned program called the 
Neighborhood 
Development 


Program, operating through the 
office of Housing and Urban 
Development, is something else 
to be aware of as a means of 
community improvement. 


He said that "in the old days" 


parts of this program were called 
Urban Renewal, but the program 
now contains new features. 


Neighborhood 
Development 


Programs, he said, are designed 
to provide incentives to keep 
property 
from 
becoming 


blighted. He pointed out that as 
the 
condition of 
property 


deteriorates, the value of the 
property 
and 
property 


surrounding it decreases. 


Vacek said NDP works on a 


project area where 20 per cent of 
the structures are below building 
code standards. 


The NCAC director said in past 


years a lot of people were led to 
believe that an Urban Renewal 
project would hurt some people, 
but that with the changes in the 
program now, nobody will suffer 
financial loss by having to move 
from a substandard house. 


"The NDP provides for direct 


benefits in some cases," Vacek 
said. He said low income 
residents qualify for these 
benefits and that many elderly 
people with fixed incomes will be 
in this category. 


"Suppose in an area you have a 


low income family living in a 
house that does not meet stan- 
dards and that this is their own 
property," Vacek said. "This 
program would determine what 
the problem is and what it would 
cost to bring the building up to 
standards. In these cases, we 
have a rehabilitation grant up to 
$3,500 to bring it up to standards 
of current codes. If it costs more 
and they still want to go ahead 
with rehabilitation, they may be 
able to qualify to receive a loan at 
three per cent interest." 


He said the work on the house 


must be inspected and be 
satisfactory before the con- 
tractors are paid for the work 


done on a bid basis. The grant 
money is paid through HUD. 


"Now, suppose you have a 


house that is beyond rebuilding 
condition. There's another op- 
tion—the relocation option." He 
said the family may look around 
in the community for a house that 
meets standards, or. the family 
may look for a new house. The 
family may qualify to receive a 
direct grant of up to $15,000 for 
building a new home if the family 
owns a home that does not meet 
standards and is beyond repair. 


Again, Vacek stressed that the 


rehabilitation and relocation 
grants are only for property 
owners who are in the low-income 
levels. 


"Now, let's say you are a 


'tenant in the project area who 
lives in a substandard structure. 
In this case, there are two people 
involved, the tenant and me 
property owner.

"First, let's deal with the 


tenant. If he has to move out of 
the substandard house, he is not 
required to move until a standard 
place has been found for him to 
move into which he can afford." 
He said new features to this 
aspect of the Urbar Renewal 
program include ps nent of 
moving expenses for 
3 tenant 


and payment of relocation ad- 
justment in amount of $50 per 
month for 48 months, totaling 
about $2,400. He said much of this 
money goes toward buying 
furniture and appliances which 
the family did not have before 
moving into standard housing. 


Another feature of the program 


is that the family might choose to 
move to a rent supplement 
facility which might even be a 
private dwelling rather than an 
apartment complex. 


"Now, let's deal with the rent 


property owner who may or may 
not be a resident of the project 
area," Vacek said, adding that 
owners of vacant property in the 
project area are also included in 
this category. 


"He has two options. One is 


that he can choose to rehabilitate 
the property on a loan basis and 
receive a federal loan at three 
per cent interest. The other op- 
tion is that he can sell the 
property at fair market value 
either on the open market, to 
someone else, or to the project," 
the director said. 


Vacek 
added 
that 


1 rehabilitation of property could 
J apply to commercial property in 


the project areas as well as to 
residential buildings. 


The Neighborhood Develop- 


ment Program, Vacek said, 
operates under the old Urban 
Renewal law, but since addition 
of new features it has adopted the 
NDP label. 


The process of bringing the 


projects here, he said, would 
begin with an Urban Renewal 
election or referendum to be 
called by the City Commission.
